‘The plants of Mars 
impy be completely different 
from ours.” 

It may be, he said, that or- 
gonisms dwelling oon Mars 
couldn't live on enrth and vico 
versa, It also {9 possible, on the 
other hand, that Martlan ite 
instead of being basically dif. 
ferent from carth's {3 basically 
stmitog to it. “

must be mode, Urey sald, to 
rivold contam{nating Marton 
life with orgunisms from carth. 
That would spoil scientific 
Investigation of the red glanct,

portant to avold contaminating 
the casth with organisms from

Dragons 


The biggest single fob Mr 
Wong Itas had to cope with is 
the 108-foot {ncade.
